4. The prior art, cited on the attached PTO Form 892, generally discloses bending a 
plate member to form a gear. However, these reference do not disclose the step of 
"integrally molding a ring-shaped tooth body made of synthetic resin on an exterior side 
of said corrugated cylinder part."
